Ho assorts that 
the Chinese government is "unfriond- 
ly." This is extreme diplomacy and 
only one step remains between it and 
war.

said as soon as the Chinese troops re- 
ceived word that the bombardment had 
begun they immediately opened lire on 
the city. 
The telegraph, telephone and 


railway systenu hod been destroyed, 
leaving the residents without any means 
of

world. The shelling of the city contin- 
ued for 12 days, until every house had 
received some damage. 
There were but 


7W Hussian troops in Tien-tsin, and Mr. 
Cannon claimed that it was owing to 
their bravery that the lives of the foreign 
residents were saved. 
At the railway 


station 14,000 Chinese troops were held 
at bay by 700 Hussions. Had assistance 
not arrived the foreign residents intend- 
ed to shoot all the women and children 
rather than allow them to full into the 
hands of the Chinese. 
A number of men 


hud been detailed to perform this terrible 
tusk. 


"A German pinnace which attempted 


to reach Tien-tsin during the siege was 
fired on by Chinese hidden in a discard- 
ed fort. 
The (lennuns finally ruu the 


vessel ashore on the opposite bank, and 
there the besieged in Tien-tsin saw them 
fall into the bauds of the Chinese. They 
are said to have been brutally killed.

Washington, Aug. 2.—lu compliance 


with an urgent representation made by 
limbassador Fava, the Italian represent- 
ative in this country, Secretary Hay has 
requested the govei nor of New Jersey to 
take measures to obtain evidence pre- 
liminary to the prosecution of any per- 
sons within bis state who conspired to 
bring about thj: assassination of Kill;; 
Humbert. 


Within a very short time, therefore, 


the authorities expect to have officially 
determined the question whether 
the 


crime was the result of a conspiracy 
hatched in the United States. 
If evi- 


dence to support (he assertion that such 
is the case can be obtained, it will then 
he necessary to decide whether the fed- 
eral or state laws permit prosecution of 
persons charged with conspiring against 
the ruler of a foreign nation. 


The communication received at the 


state department 
from 
llarou 
Favn 


shows clearly that he has placed detect- 
ives at work to put the responsibility for 
the crime upon the shoulders of those 
persons in Paterson who conspired with 
Bresei to murder tho king. The govern- 
or of New Jersey, in compliance with the 
request ot Secretary liny, will set the 
Ktute wheels of. justice iu motion. 


Though it is denied that the secret 


service has decided to make an investi- 
gation, it would not be sin-prising should 
it inaugurate an investigation to obtain 
information for the use of the federal 
government in ease any further repre- 
sentations are made by the Italian gov- 
ernment. 
The authorities tire horrified 


that the United States should have been 
the seat of the conspiracy, and they in- 
tend to use every available channel to 
punish the plotters, provided the proof 
necessary to establish their guilt can he 
obtained and a law can be found under 
which they can be prosecuted. 


Lapse In the L:i\v. 


An examination of the revised statutes 


of the United States fails to show any 
section under which conspirators against 
the life of a foreign ruler can be pun- 
ished. Besides, the treaty of extradition 
with Italy of 1H(!S specifically provides 
that "the provisions of this treaty shall 
not apply to any crime or offense of a 
political character." 


Baron Fava has not of course asked 


for the extradition of any persons who 
took part in the conspiracy, nor i« lie 
likely to do no, as such a request could 
not be entertained by this government. 
It may be, however, that the laws of 
New Jersey contain n provision under 
which the conspirator'' can be prose- 
cuted. 


The administration is especially anx- 


ious to show Italy that it proposes fa 
take whatever nation it can to pe.nish 
any persons who conspired with Brosci 
against the king. 
It is appreciated that 


unless vigorous measures are taken Italy 
•will not consider that tlm government 
has behaved in a friendly manner, and 
the 
cordial relations which exist be- 


tween the two go\ornnieuts may in con- 
sequence be endangered. 


As a result of the murder of King 


Humbert and the threats made by the 
alleged conspirators of Pnterson against 
the life of the president the secret service 
authorities have determined to lake extra 
precautions to insure the safety of the 
chief executive upon his return to Wash- 
ington. Two or three agents will accom- 
pany him ou the train bringing him to 
Washington, and at any stops made they 
will circulate among the crowd that may 
gather, ready to arrest any person who 
attempts to assault the president. While 
hi Washington the president 
will be 


closely guarded, though he will probahly 
not be aware of the presence of the 
agents.

FAMILIAR IN SEVERAL STATES. 


THE CANON'S TIP* 


Ho Was a Man of Unosnal Talent* and 


Unbounded Courage—Difficulty of learn- 
ing Much About Him Owing to-tto-Prev- 


/' aleu«« of Very Pool Memory, 


John A. Murrell, the most famous ban- 


Cit and murderer ever known In America, 
has been dead for more than a generation, 
but his name is still a power in many 
states. 


Years ago I visited a big plantation on 


tbo Alabama river, and in the course of 
my evening talks with my host something 
was said about Murrell and his gang. 


"Ho was a Napoleonic man," said the 


planter, "and if he had directed Ms ener- 
gies aud talents into a different channel it 
is probable that he would have rljen to 
honorable distinction. He was a man of 
fair education and applied himself so close- 
ly in his leisure moments to the study of 
the best legal textbooks that he made 
himself a sharp criminal lawyer. This ex- 
plains his success in evading justice for 
BO many years."

The landowner was delighted and ac- 


companied me over the town, pointing out 
objects of intesost. Ho had two or threo 
drinks in him and was disposed to bo 
communicative. 


"They say," ho said almost in a whis- 


per, "that the man who lives in that cab- 
in belonged to Murrell's gang in his young 
days.'' 


"Ah, indeed." 
"Yes, they say ho used to run off nig- 


gers and horses and once killed a man and 
robbed him of $10,000." 


"Good story," I remarked. "What is 


his name? Tell me all about it." 


"I don't know a thing," was the re- 


sponse as tho man looked at mo inquir- 
ingly. "Some people say these things, but 
there aro some folks who would say any- 
thing. Old man Blur.k in the cabin there- 
is a very clever citizen, so far ns I know. 
Don't you quoto rno. I have only told you 
what I have heard from Tom, Dick and 
Harry." 


"How long have jou lived here?" was 


my next question. 


"About 60 years." 
"And you are how old?" 
"Seventy-eight this month." 
"As Mnrrell did a good deal of damage 


around here you ought to be able to tell 
me something about it." 


"But 1 don't know anything," replied 


the man in n pleading tone. "My memory 
was never very good, and I get dates and 
names eo mixed up that I tim afraid to 
talk." 


I looked at him searchingly and satis- 


fled myself that he had told the truth 
about one thing—he was afraid to talk. 


A few weeks ago I met a well known 


Atlanta merchant on the north side and 
told him some of ray difficulties in getting 
definite facts about Murrell and his gang 
in the localities where they had some of 
their head men permanently stationed. 


"Very natural," said he. "By the way, 


did you ever hear of tho Pony club?" 


I told him that I had heard of it, but 


did not know its history. 


"Well, I belonged to it," he continued, 


with a smile. "I -was forced into it by a 
lot of wild youngsters when Iwas 16 years 
old, but as I had a disabled arm at the 
time I managed to dodge the active work 
of the club." 


"What did the Pony club do?" 
"Nothing much," answered tho mer- 


chant, looking keenly at me. "It was just 
an organization of mischievous boys. But 
I must be moving. Qoodby." 


A week later in another county I repeat- 


ed this conversation to an old resident. 


"The Pony club," said he, "was com- 


posed of boys'and young men who stole 
ponies from tho Indians, who then occu- 
pied north Georgia and part of middle 
Georgia, They turned the ponies over to 
Murrell's agents and received a portion of 
the spoils. If Murrell had not been cap- 
tured and sent to the Nashville peniten- 
tiary, many of the Pony club boys would 
have become full fledged members of his 
gang." 


What a man Murrell must have been! 


Few men dead so long have left behind 
them names which are stijl so potential. 


To this day there are thousands of old 


people in the southwest who talk in whis- 
pers about the great bandit and bind you 
to secrecy when they talk. 


My Atlanta friend who belonged to the 


Pony club may rest assured that I will 
drop the subject right here. He is more 
likely now to start a Sunday school than 
to join a pony club, and his long and spot- 
less business career amply atones for the 
follies of his boyhood. Tho Pony club may 
go, but I have not given up the hope of 
getting hold of some new and startling 
facts connected with tho career of Murrell. 
—Atlanta Constitution.

Monnrohs Who Were Famous Because of 


Their Culinary Learning. 


Royalty In times past has bad many an 


accomplished epicure as learned in culina- 
ry lore us in the practice of tbo cuisine.' It 
was Henry do Valois who brought into 
fashion .-.romatic winces and various spicy 
dainties, inheriting his taste for cooking 
from Catherine dc' Medici, who introduced 
into Franco not only ices, but much of the 
culinary art from Italy. 


Louis XIV was devoted to gastronomy, 


and for his use liquors were invented in 
lis old age, when, it is said, he could 
scarcely endure existence without a suc- 
cession of artificial stimulants. 
But tho 


pertinacity with which Charles V of Spain 
gratified his appetite under all circum- 
stances rivaled even that of Frederick the 
Great. 
Before rising in the morning pot- 


ted capons were usually served to him, 
prepared with sugar, milk and spices, iced 
beer being one of his favorite drinks. 
Fish, loo, of every kind was to his taste, 
eels, frogs and oysters occupying a promi- 
nent place in the royal bill of fare. Fred- 
erick tho Great was fond of highly season- 
ed meats and had a strong predilection for 
Italian or French made dishes. It was his 
habit during dinner to make pencil marks 
against tho different items of the bill of 
fare to which ho referred when conversing 
afterward with the irmitrc d'hotcl. 


When the Due d'Escars and his royal 


master, Louis XVIII, wore closeted to- 
gether to talk over a dish, the ministers 
were kept waiting in the antechamber, 
and the next day this notice regularly ap- 
peared in the official journals: "M. lo Duo 
d'Escars a travaillo elans lo cabinet." It 
mr.y be added that Louis XVIII hnd in- 
vented tho " truffles a la purco d'ortoluns," 
nnd, reluctant to disclose the secret, he in- 
variably prepared tho dish with his own 
hands, assisted by tho duke. Another epi- 
curean of the first order was tho Polish 
King Stanislaus Lcszinski, who invented 
many it new dish and vastly improved tho 
stylo of oonkinp, astonishing the Lorruin- 
ere, among other things, by having served 
up at his table dishes of meat with fruits, 
both of which bad been cooked together.

What It Haa l^oue In Effecting Eecon- 


oinlea In Mew Development*. 


Many persons residing at a distance 


from mining districts have the most erro- 
neous ideas as to tho supposed simplicity 
and enormous profits of mining, apparent- 
ly de-riving their information from tho da- 
ta of phenomenal assays or occasional 
pockets of rich ore, mistakenly assuming 
that such cases are average samples and 
that ore can be dug almost as potatoes aro 
dug. On tho contrary, with the exception 
of a very few mines which may pay ex- 
penses from the grass roots down, success- 
ful mining today involves the maximum 
of practical experience, professional knowl- 
edge and financial means. This is fully 
borno out by tho following brief notice of 
some of the leading mining tunnels of 
Colorado: 


The outcrops of mineral bearing veins 


or ledges are usually found on the steep, 
rocky slopes of high mountains, separated 
by deep and great gulches or ravines. As 
the veins usually dip into the solid Interior 
of the mountains, shafts are sunk either on 
the veins themselves, ore being taken out 
a? the process goes on, or in such proxim- 
ity to tho veins that they can bo reached 
from tho shafts by drifts or levels—which 
aro really side tunnels from the shafts— 
and tbo ore stoped out and conveyed in 
small ore wagous along such drifts or lev- 
els to the shaft, hoisted down the steep 
mountain side to the nearest wagon road 
leading to tho mill or railroad. As the 
shafts aro frequently hunelreds Of feet 
deep and the mouths of tho shafts fre- 
quently hundreds if not thousands of feet 
above the bottom of tho adjoining gulch 
or valley, tho ore has to bo hoisted by 
steam power to tho surface—such steam' 
power involving tho conveyance of fuel 
from tho valley to tho shafthousc—and 
from tho mouth of tho pumping plants, in 
addition to the cost of hoisting tho ore and 
subsequently getting it down the steep 
hillside. 


The expense of pumping, hoisting and 


hauling seriously reduces tho margin of 
profit and in some cases extinguishes it 
altogether. 


It is obvious that under tho above cir- 


cumstances, through a tunnel driven into 
tho mountain and reaching tho ore bodies 
at a low level—say from tho level of 1 ho 
bottom of the adjoining gulch—not only 
can tho ore bo extracted from below and 
taken out almost by natural gravity or 
tho minimum of power, thereby saving 
tbo expe-nse of hoisting and subsequently 
conveying down tho steep hillside, but al- 
so drainage can bo hud by natural gravity, 
thereby dispensing with tho expensive 
pumping plants, costly fuel, wanes of on- 
ginoors, etc.—Engineering Maga/.ine.

cane is hori/ontally under tho arm, with 
tbo ends sticking out front and back.

"Tho man who carries through the 


streets a cane or an umbrella run through 
the straps of a Milise with tho ends stick- 
ing out is a dangerous being, for people 
cannot FPC this umbrella till they aro very 
near to it.

Hie 
researches of Bruce indicate that the lly 
ucts UK a carrier of tin- imrasito from dis- 
eased to healthy animals. Ho has shown 
by experiment that after feuding on .tin 
bloud of an infeuted animal the twtFO fly 
can communicate tho disease to a health} 
animal by its bite. 
After a short period 


of incubation tho tuunatozoa appear in 
the blood concurrently with tho do\ olop- 
incnt of fever, and followed by rapidly 
progressive ana;mia, dropsy and death. 


The so called "surra disease," which 


prevails in. certain portions of India, is bo 
li(!\ed t<> bo due to a similar parasitic pro- 
tozoan (Trypanosma evonsi). According 
to Lingard, this infusorium exists as an 
innocuous parasite in tho blood of rats in 
India. It is not pathogenic, or only foobly 
so, for tho nativo ox of India, but givoi 
riso to ti fatal infectious disease in hurses. 
dogs and camels.—Surgeon Ueuorul Stem 
berg in Popular Science Monthly.

AN EXPERT'S OPINION. 


The Experiment of Steam Road 
' 
'Operating Trolleys a Success. 


A Massachusetts electrical and engi - 


neering expert,who was here a few days 
ago and made an examination of the 
Portsmouth electric railroad and who 
made an investigation iuto the manage- 
ment of the trolley roa.1 of tho B mtou 
& Maine railroad, has some interesting 
facts to say in regard to the same. 
' Recently the question has arisen as to 
the practicability of bringing electric 
lines directly tinder the management Of 
the steam roads, and thereby giving 
them the benefit of the experience that 
all the operating officials of the latter 
possess. Steps in this direction have 
already been taken, notably in the case 
of the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford railroad, which now controls two 
electric systems, and the Boston & 
Maine, with the Portsmouth trolley 
lines under its control. 
' While the electrical systems in the 
larger cities are under the supervision 
of well-trained and efficient cllloiuls, the 
same is not the case on all the smaller 
or intertown town lines, yet the nature 
of their traffic is the same, and their 
duties are in no sense lessoned on AC 
count of the fewer passengers handled. 


A careful inspection of the entire sys- 


tem here by the expert showed it to be 
in tho finest physical condition and

They aro geared to twenty miles an 
hour, a speed that is safely maintained 
over the roadbed, which is laid in most 
part with 00-foot steel. 
At each trun- 


nut tho conductor can communicate 
with the central oflioo or any part of 
the lice by telephone and immediately 
locate the scene and the cause of any 
interruption to tho movement of tho 
cars. 


"Tho powerhouse, a substantial brick

"The main feed wire isof aluminum, 


which is found to bo equal to copper for 
-ho transmission of the current, and do 
citledly preferable owing to its lighter 
weight. An interesting feature of the 
power plant is an enormoni? storage bat- 
tery, the largest, so it is said, in New 
England. It is about four miles from 
the power house and entailed an outlay 
of over $:!0,000. Into this electrical re- 
servoir is stored all the surplus energy 
that is not required for the running of 
the cars, and it is found advantageous 
to develop more current than is called 
for and direct tho oversnpply to the 
battery so that iu case of accident at 
the power house the service may b«5 
continued Without interruption. 
Tho 


capacity of tho storage bittory is equal 
to 800 ampere hours and is sufficient to 
keep all the cars running for nearly one 
whole day 


"While the principal business of the 


elcctrio line is the transportation of pas- 
sengers, yet its charter gives it the right 
to carry express matter, and several 
curs have been fitted up for this pur- 
pose. They aro compact and well ar- 
ranged for this class of business aud aro 
ran in conjunction with some of the 
passenger curs. 


"In laying out a way for tho 17 miles 


of line operated it was found ucc.obBary 
for most of the distance to widen tho 
iiighway uud not. back tbo fences from 
8 to 10 feet. At many points the entire

BULLETS FOR SAVAGES. 


Dam Dam Projectiles and Their Tearing 


Effect on Any Uody They Hit. 


A correspondent of tho London Field 


tells about experiments made with a new 
.1303 caliber bullet with reference to the 
rvgulution 
Leu-Motford bullet of the 


French army. He says: 


"It is and has been for some time an 


open secret that the army (British) is 
wholly without confidence in the regula- 
tion Lee-Mctford bullet ns a means of stop- 
ping u charge of cavalry or a rush of the 
sort of savage against whom In Asia and 
Africa the British soldier is constantly be- 
ing called on to act. Excellent against a 
target, it is quite useless against foes. A 
Pnthnn, during tho Chitral campaign, had 
six of these bullets through various parts 
of his body and was still fighting as bard 
as ever whon a bullet in tho neck came 
through, knocked some of his teeth out 
und stopped him. Ho was discharged from 
tho hospital in a few days. 


"The dum dum bullet is as accurate as 


the Lce-Metford regulation projectile and 
1ms as good range power. 
Experiments 


were made on piles of burned and sun- 
burned bricks, earth in bags und boxes, 
wet und dry sand, cans full of wuter, coal, 
inch planks tied together, boiler plate, 
skinned sheep und sheep \\itli the wool on. 
In every instance save two the regulation 
bullet passed through and was picked up 
In u condition almost lit to be used uguin, 
but tho dum dum bullet spread out and 
had K-BS penetration, but there was n great- 
er shock to the material through which it 
did go, tearing holes In the sheep big 
enough to put n list in. 


"Then 4 and 5 Inch planks were penetrat- 


ed by the dum dum bullet, 12 and 13 inch 
by the other. I bulluvo that u living body of- 
fers greater resistance than a dead one. If 
HO, a clothed living body may offer snfticiont 
resistance, to prevent its going through. In 
that case tho whole of the enormous ener- 
gy would bo expanded in the enemy's 
body, tho bullet would set up (mushroom) 
more, and—God help him! Judging by 
tho results on shoo]) carcasses, the hole of 
exit in a man, if the bullet went through, 
would be so terribly large that tho use of 
this ammunition would bo held to be too 
inhuman in its effects for use on men or, 
at any rate, against a civilized enemy. 
The Geneva convention would not bar it, 
for that forbids the use of an explosive in 
a small arm projectile, but the effect of 
tho dum dum bullet is explosive. I do 
not see why such a bullet as the dum dum 
should not bo used against such unoivi- 
li/od enemies ns tho 'Fu/zy' and the Qhi/.i, 
who do not 'play the game,' who will not 
decently mil when hit, but who unreason- 
ably come on after, with the advantage of 
five to ono, and even when 
mortally 


wounded maku things nasty for our men. 


"I shot a wild boar with a dum dum 


at 80 yar«'.8. It had its right Hunk diag 
anally to mo, and the bullet struck just 
under the backbone, broke a rib, went 
through a lung and destroyed all tho ves- 
sels iu tho throat, lodging in tho jaw. Tho 
bullet has « small, soft point, where tho 
jacket of nickel does not cover it. This al- 
lows thf bullet to expand.

In a few mo- 
ments, however, the turtle began feeding 
iignin, ami I miide a run and a jump and 
lauded on its bock. 


"In stretching out my hands to get 


them under tho shell I stumbled, and be 
t'oru I could raise the monster I felt my 
feet being dragged over tho lx>ttom and 
became conscious that my Intended cap- 
tlvo had captured me and was swimming 
along with mo at astonishing speed.

London, Aug. 2.—The special corre- 


spondent of The Daily Mail scuds this 
•dispatch from Brussels: 


"The advance toward Peking has be- 


gun. 
M. de Favereau, minister for for- 


eign affairs, has received from the Bel- 
gian representative at Takn an important 
dispatch, which states that the troops of 
the powers are already 18 miles from 
Tien-tain. It is calculated that they will 
complete the distance in eight 
days, 


whether the advance is opposed or not. 
Nothing is said as to thq commander in 
chief. 


"I learn that the foreign minister also 


received information which shows that 
the ministers and other foreign residents 
of Peking are now enjoying the active 
protection of the throne. Apparently at 
the .invitation of the Chinese govern- 
ment they have abandoned the legations 
and have taken refuge in the sacred 
precincts of the forbidden or imperial 
city." _ 


General Sir Alfred Gaselec is quoted as 


saying on Saturday that he was ready to 
advance, although lacking in artillery. 
Colonel Daggett, then commanding the 
Americans at Tien-tsin, is credited with 
a similar statement on the same date, 
although without transportation and not 
even having a horse for himself. 


He-enforcements are reported to have 


been sent to the Chinese at Yang-Tsnn, 
where strong iutrenehincnts have been 
thrown up to bar the advance of the al- 
lies.

One of the most fashionable restaurants 


in Moscow is.the Hermitage, and another 
is the Mofkoyski Tniktir, or Grand Hotel 
do Moscow, near to the entrance of the 
Khitagorod. At both of these it is much 
tlto.custom to begin dinner tit the table it- 
self with two or throo commanded dishes 
of the ziituska. A tablcspoonful of tho 
shining, appetizing caviare, with a slloc of 
lemon and a corner twisted from tho .hot 
knlatsch, aocompuniod by a radish and an 
olive or perhaps a pickled plum and 
with the inevitable "little glass," leads to 
the "cold plates" and "sauces," for the 
Muscovite chef series his flsh in tho mid- 
dle, not in tho beginning, of the repast. 
Among dishes of game tho gellnotto is no- 
ticca bio (tho Russian rynbehik), but this 
bird is more welcome in tho disguise of an 
.okrochkii than cooked whole. In a may- 
onnaise also the ryabehik is highly pop- 
ular. This gelinotte, or "double snipe," 
has been very truly described as a bird par- 
taking of the characteristics both of the 
grouso and the partridge, with a slight 
underilavor—in which it resembles the ca- 
per cailxie—of turpentine. Such a peculiari- 
ty is no doubt duo to its habit of feeding 
upon the tender topmost shoots of tho fix 
tree. The Russian peasants have legends 
about every bird and beast, and they say 
that the gelinotte bad once the finest breast 
of all birds, but it vexed its Creator, who 
took this away and gave it to the ryper. 
There is a preparation of mutton, styled 
Bohashlik, which might bo worth import- 
ing hither, and beef is curiously metamor- 
phosed from its British forms into tho 
zrnzi, tho shtoiTado and tho u/.u tatarsk. 
Kidneys, potchki, with truffles, may ap- 
pear along with omelets and cretes do 
ooq mingled with sweetbreads in a ragout 
or pojurski do poulurde aux legumes, 
plute named after the hero who delivered 
holy Ruf-sia from tho tyrannies of Poland. 
The ztirkoe, or roasts, will include tojya- 
tin—i. e., veal nnd turkey, which is culled 
indyk, the duck, ootkn, tho cock of woods, 
tcterev, as well ns, when in season, tho 
quail, peropel, tho dvoper and tho teal, 
chcrok. 


Tho di.sh par excellence, however, of tho 


Russian bill of furo is certainly sterlet,, 
which, whether served en anneau a la 
RIIPRO or made into an ooka or blended 
with slices of sturgeon in a solynnka, inurt 
be recognized as a notable discovery for ul,l 
travelers. The sterlet is a gelatinous, semi- 
sturgeonlike flsh, but much smaller than 
tho sturgeon, having a long, ugly nose 
and no bones, but very nice as a, mate- 
lotto, when, however, a single portion will 
cort the guest at least 2% rubles. A soly- 
auka des sterlets is charged U rubles tho 
portion, while tho finest fried sturgeon is 
not more than a third of that prico. This 
hpecinlty of the Arolga river is, past all 
question, a great gastronomic luxury. Tho 
white, dissolving, nutritious llesh has all 
tho delicacy of the trout, all the crispncss 
of tho turbot, all the digestibility of tbo 
sole, united iu a manner to make many a 
foreign sea and stream jealous, with very 
good cause, of the cold and turbid Volga. 
Tho pleasant hot dinner cakes, already 
hpoken of «s kalatsch, should be eaten 
along with sterlet.—London Telegraph.

rhd. Three nations, he says, have the lu- 
crative honor of furnishing the dolls for 
little girls, all over the world. 
England 


produces tho \\KH doll, Germany the saw- 
dust stuffed leather doll, with a head of 
porcelain, and Franco has the jointed baby, 
invented in 1862. 
Before this compara- 


tively recent period France did not con- 
tribute much to tho international doll 
market. ' Her dolls were nevertheless cele- 
brated throughout tho entire world, but 
they were fashionable dolls, or dolls for 
grown up ladies. Sometimes perhaps in 
our travels through Paris we may have 
noticed tiny glass show cases which serve 
ns the signs of dressmakers. In theso lit- 
tle cases there are manikins dressed with 
tho greatest possible care ic the feminine 
fashion of the dny. They are specimens of 
the costumes offered by the dressmakers to 
their customers. 
The elegance and detail 


of these lillipu'tian toilets, in which there 
is not a fingle point wanting, have often 
been admired. There the little ludy stands 
in her rather stiff but proud attitude, the 
sphinx of fashion. 


ftilute these little princesses whopc num- 


ber is decreasing every day. During cen- 
turies they were the missionaries of tho 
French fashions, even in tho most remote 
regions, nnd, thanks to them, ladies in far 
distant countries were never afraid to sup- 
ply thonischcs with articles which the lit- 
tle manikins taught them to wear with 
chic. 


With every export of ladies' npparcl tho 


merchants Pent one of those little mani- 
kins, and the precaution was never an un- 
wise one. An example of its utility was 
furnished in Calcutta. Tho first clonks 
that were Font there, of a very light tex- 
ture, considering tho climate, were worn 
•'.17011 tho bend, like mantillas, by the Cal- 
cutta ladies, to whom, by mistake, the ex- 
porter had neglected to send tho littlo 
model. At the end of the year it arrived, 
and tho error was corrected. 


One hundred years ago voyages were so 


long, so rcriloiss and costly that they re 
quired a sort of boldness reserved for men 
alone. Ono could count on the lingers tho 
number of \romon\\hocamo to Paris ir 
the eighteenth century from any country 
outside of Kuropo. And nevertheless aboir 
that period I\iris busied the feminine bead 
with its renown as the capital of fashion. 
Butthcro is better still. Tbo French model 
doll, awaited with impatience by the Indies 
to whom it Mas sent, enjoyed prhilcgcs of 
immunity that wcro not always possessed 
even by our cmbussadors.
